Actors and Actrssses Find It Distasteful 
to Ondsrtaks Opening Part. 

"The actor or actress who happens 
to be first on the list, the member who 
has to say the Brst line,, has a hard 
time of it," said a man who takes a 
great interest in theatric als, and who 
appears occasionally behind the foot- 
lights, ton writer lor 1 he N.-w Orleans 
Times-Democrat, "and to many men 
and women it is a perfect nightmare. 
01 course, there is ugood reason for 
this. J n the first place, the first lines 
are perfectly without any sort of 
meaning, so far as the audience is 
eoncorned. Even if the play is h fa- 
miliar one, and if the auditors have 
seen it often before, the minor parts 
not remembered, and they have 
sort of sympathy with the fellow 
who is forced to start the thing going. 
There is another thing in this eonnee- 
tion which must not be overlooked. 
As a rule, the audience has not set- 
tled down well when the curtain goes 
up at the beginning of the first act. 

re is a deal of noise, and bustle, 
and buzzing talk in the theater, and 
nut one-third of the persons eompos- 
ing the average audience can even 
hear the first lines. Now, when one 
remembers these two factors we can 
easily understand the difficulties un- 
der which tho actor labors when he 
launches the performance by repeat- 
ing the first lines of the play. It is 
mean job and no man likes it, no 
atter how old he may be in the busi- 
es. Actors and actresses want the 
sympathy of theamlieneeat all times, 
and when this is withheld they are 
limply climbing Uphill. In the vary 
nature of thinp- they cannot havethe 
sympathy of the beginning of the 
show, and so there you are."
